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Snow  cover  in  the  Tanana  and  Chena  watersheds  is  unusually  heavy  as  of 
March  1,  1966.  Snow  measurements  on  several  courses  indicate  consider- 
ably more  waver  equivalent  than  found  on  this  date  in  the  past  four 
years » 

Surveys  have  been  made  for  from  four  to  seven  years  on  these  snow 
courses,  so  the  period  of  record  is  shorto  Generally,  snow/  cover  in 
the  Chena  watershed  is  171%  of  the  average  for  this  short  period.  Snow 
cover  in  the  upper  portion  of  the  Tanana  drainage  system  is  considered 
at  ±50%  of  averages 

South  of  the  Alaska  Range  in  the  area  drained  by  the  Gusitna  and  Copper 
rivers,  snow  cover  is  generally  light.  Records  have  not  been  collected 
from  this  area  long  enough  to  establish  an  average s but  snow  depths  and 
water  equivalents  are  substantially  less  than  were  measured  last  jear. 
Snow  densities  in  the  area  range  around  20%,  which  is  typical  of 
interior  Alaska  snowpacks  in  March, 

Snow  in  the  Coastal  drainage  near  Anchorage  is  somewhat  less  than  the 
average  for  the  past  five  years. 

Snow  surveys  have  been  made  on  four  courses  in  the  Snettisham  water- 
shed for  the  past  two  years.  The  snowpack  found  this  year  was  6% 
greater  than  measured  last  March  1. 

Upper  Yukon  Valley  snow  surveys  are  made  on  about  March  10  and 
April  10.  The  March  snow  measurements  for  ten  snow  courses  in  this 
region  will  be  included  in  the  April  I966  report.
